experience. 

I m|,y add that many practitioners have found it 
useful®to possess interleaved copies of The Pre¬ 
scribe!^ for writing down dbits of experience and 
gleanings from th$ journals, which find a ready¬ 
made index Aider the various headings of the book, 

anr^jbre cAways easily found afterwards.

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HOW TO PRACTISE HOMOEOPATHY 


Tue completion of my Dictionary of Practical 
Materia Mcdi&n and its Clinical Repertory since tho 
last edition of the Prescribed appeared, enables me to 
give more full directions to my readers than T could 
before as to the best way to approach the study and 
practice of homoeopathy. I have therefore decided 
to add to the,former introductory portion of the 
Prescriber a separate essay, which J think will prove 
useful alike to the student who is desirous of acquiring 
the homoeopathic art anti to the practitioner who has 
had to be content hitherto with fragmentary imple¬ 
ments. * 

The Prescriber was originally designed to put into 
convenient and accessible shape all the more salient 
indications for the use of homceojyithic remedies 
from the clinical point of view. This is the approach 
which naturally first invites those w’ho have been 
drilled in the practice of the ordinary schools. But 
homoeopathy can never be nroperly practised by 
mean! of a clinical Index or Repertory (such as the 
Preset her is in essence) unaided by other works 
The homoeopath must have his foundation authority 
always ready for distant reference. This authority 
is the Homoeopathic Materia Medica. 

H°is ofsthe greatest importance tjiat a clear con¬ 
ception should be formed at the outset as t-o what 
the Homoeopathic Materia Medica is. It is so unlike 
anything known by the name in the old school, 
that it is a pity, as I have pointed out Ijplow, that 
a different name could not have been fotmd for it. 
The homoeopathic materia medica consists of a 

l] 
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Register of Symptoms. Tt is the Secniblogy ■ of Drugs. 
l*or the practice of hornoe*oj^thy we must know 
the symptoms whic£i each drug] has produced, and 
we must have these so arranged that they can be 
found instantly for any required region of the body. 
Hahnemann arranged thorn, foroaqh of the remedies 
he tested | in a definite anatomical order, and this 
arrangement is the foundation of the ordei in which 
the symptoms are given in all works on the subject 
compiled since his (lay. This is named teclmically in 
homoeopathy “ The Hahnemannian Schema .” 

1 The homoeopathic materia medica thus consists of 
a schematic arrangement* of the symptoms produced 
by each drug, together with amplifications from the 
observed action of remedies in practice. 

When I commenced the practice of homoeopathy I 
found no little difficulty in 'the fact that the works 
on Materia Medica were too numerous and too 
scattered to be readily accessible. The only book 
which gave a comprehensive idea of the remedies 
contained in the homoeopathic mdceria medica was 
Dr. Hughes’s Pharmacodynamics; tyut this work, 
whilst giving much information about homoeopathic 
remedies, is in no real sense a homoeopathic materia 
medica at all it contains no Symptom Register of 
the remedies it speaks about, and yet, for better or 
worse, it has had to do duty for a materia medica 
for many practitioners ; anrj, as its form is like that 
of the materia medicas of the old school, it has 
appealed very strongly to new converts. j 

It was the consciousness that something mo(e was 
needed that impelled me to undertake the compila¬ 
tion of my Dictionary of Practicqf Materia Medica , 
which after sixteen years of labour saw the light. 
In this work 1 hpve given, as Hahnemann «has done, 
the Symptom Register (or Schema) of each ctifug, 
which is the foundation of «the work. In addition, 
I have given an introductory essay on each drug 
which enables «the reefer to apprehend its main 
characteristics. At the head of each remedy, under 
the heading “ Clinical,” I have given £ list of the 
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principal «diseose^ in^ which it has been used in 
practice, °At this pojflU I have linked the work trj 
the Prescriber. Anymg the names of diseases given 
under this heading ki the Dictionary , I have printed 
in italics those under which, in the Prescribes the 
indications for this yemedy will be ibund. 

In the introductory article prefixed to the^Symptom 
Register, <pr Schema, of each remedy, I have been 
able to condense the history df the work it has 
accomplished. In this way the Dictionary illustrates 
and illuminates the Schema and makes the study of 
the individual symptoms much more easy and 
interesting than it otherwise might be. Thus it 
comes about that the Dictionary comprises a whole 
library of clinical experiences which, could only be 
reached otherwise by tfce expenditure of much time, 
labour, and research. Moreover, a great deal of it 
could not be ibund at all ; since 'it was gathered 
by myself in conversations from the great clinicians 
whom it was my privilege to know. 

It has been a source of very great satisfaction to 
me that the work was immediately recognised on its 
appearance, by 1 those best able to judge, as filling a 
place that had long remained unoccupied. On the 
other hand, the‘•force of old habit is so strong that 
many who had contentedly settled ddwn within the 
limits of older works have not seen the necessity of 
enlarging their borders and accepting the liberty 
which is within their-' reach. This is one reason why 
at thi# juncture I think it essential to draw attention 
to thft way in which the -study and practice of 
homoeopathy may and should foe approached. 

There are many ways in which the practice of 
homoeopath y ? may* be approached; some find one 
way*more ,smted to their genius, some another. But 
I wrifyng now primarily for thc&e who use the 
Presenter, and will therefore take the approach by 
way of a Clinical Repertory. # 

I will suppose that my reader is one who has 
become convinced of the train of HahnenAnn’s law, 
and of the efficacy of his method, and who wishes to 
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avail himself of the power it nuts, into th[$j hands of 
*>ne who can use it; and*.£^will suppose, further, 
that the Prescriber% has been p jLt into his hands as 
a ready instrument by means of which he can put 
its precepts to the test. With this book at his' elbow 
be will be abl6 to find, in a cage of any disease, the 
remedies?,that are most generally appropriate, with 
their differential indications. In most cases he will 
be able to find a Tremeciy which fits with tolerable 
closeness of similarity the case in question, and will 
thus be enabled to prescribe. But it will sometimes 
• happen that the differential symptoms named in 
the Prescriber are not sufficient to enable a choice 
to be made with due certainty. In that case if 
reference is made to the Materia Medica, the actual 
symptoms of the different ^medics can »be studied 
in full, and compared with each ether. 

At this point it is necessary to mention the Clinical 
Repertory to the Dictionary of Materia Medica. This 
is a “ Clinical ** Repertory and mush more besides, as 
I shall explain later. But it is different from the 
Prescriber in two respects: it names far more 
remedies under each heading, and it gives no differen¬ 
tial indications. In the Clinical ^Repertory, under 
each rubric, the remedies mentioned in the Prescriber 
will be found printed in italics, and those not men¬ 
tioned therein, in Roman type. It is thus a comple¬ 
ment of the Prescriber , giving a greatly extended 
list of remedies und&r each rubric, and refer* nee to 
the Dictionary of Materia Medica will supjiy the 
necessary information to enable the practitioner to 
make a choice among them. The Prescriber and 
the Clinical Repertory together j^rovic^ as complete 
an approach as is possible, I think, to homoeopathic 
practice, from l the clinical aspect. 0 «w 

But, after all, this is oply a limited approach—, 
that is, it is an approach to a limited area of the field. 
It is the glory of Hahnemann that he liberated 
medical practice frorrrits bondage to the names of 
dhmmm. Every case of disease is a problem in itself 
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—presenting au*ne,w combination of morbid pheno¬ 
mena ; the symptom-liptsw>f the homoeopathic materia,* 
medica presenting tj*e possibility* of finding similar 
combinations und'jr v one or other of the remedies 
named. Clinical repertories form one out of many of 
the means of fitting ^the remedy to i!he case. 


THE COMPARATIVE VALUE OF SYMPTOMS 

Before proceeding farther it will be well to make 
clear that soing symptoms or disease-manifestations 
are of much more value thap others from the,point 
of view of selecting the remedy ; and it often happens 
that those symptoms which are of the,greatest value 
in correctly naming the^ disease, are of the smallest 
value in diagnosing the remedy. It will be noted 
throughout the Prescriber that in d : stinguishing one 
remedy from another great attention is paid to the 
Times and Conditions under which the various symp¬ 
toms are better or^orse—ameliorated or aggravated. 
(The sign “ > ** is used to indicate amelioration, and 
the sign “ < ** aggravation.) This point is ojften of' 
more consequence than the actual symptom itself. 
And yet these characteristics would give little or no 
help in the diagnosis of the disease. 7 

Perhaps it may help in understanding the differen¬ 
tial value of symptoms and their Conditions or 
modalities if I instance a Oase. Miss T., 60, consulted 
me or- October 7, 1908, abou2 a pain which had 
troubled her more or less for twenty-five years. It 
affectsAhe right side of the head and right cheek. In 
the temple are violent sharp shoots of pain. In the* 
cheek it is a suddeA pain, burning as if on fire. It 
is wqgse while eating; worse by touch; better after 1 
eating. It’ 1 is worse if the patient is chilled; and 
i is sometimes worse at night. 

In dealing with a case luce this it does not assist us- 
much whether we name the affection “neuralgia,’* 
“ neuritis,’* or “ Tic douloureux ”—wefous^deal with, 
it on the strength of its characteristic symptoms. 
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The first point of importance to nc/o is the locality 
b of the pain —it is onesided, side affected being 
the right. - ^ 

The next point is—it is a . udden pain—violent, 
sharp, shooting, and burning. In this instance the 
nature of the 1 pain is of importance on account of 
the pecu'inrity of suddenness. 

The next point is the conditio>> —aggravation by 
chewing, by the Vast movement or touch ; and the 
last point—aggravated at night. 

If this patient had applied to an old-school practi¬ 
tioner all these details would have been useless to 
him ; all he would have needed to base his prescription 
on would have been the word “ neuralgia.’* It would 
have signified nothing, so far as his prescription went, 
whether it was right side, le |p side, or both sides. It 
would not have mattered* whart made it better or 
what made it worse, or what time oi day it came on. 
To the hommopath these are everything. 

Turning to the Prescribcr , under the heading of 
“Neuralgia” will 1 be found a number of remedies 
affecting the right side of the head and face, and 
among them this: “ Sudden paitfs, especially of 

right side of the head and face, < by the least move¬ 
ment or touch, eating or speakings < 4 to 8 p.m.. 
Lye.” Lycopodium 200 was prescribed, and two 
monf hs later the j>atient wrote to say “ the pain 
was relieved in a most wonderful way.” 

There are other ways in to whfbh this remedy might 
have been found b&sides consulting the Prefrcriher: 
it could have been found by the ordinary symptom 
repertories, ami it could* have been found by reference 
to the Materia Modica if self. The fact that the pain 
was on tiie right side of the head %nd f^ce was enough 
to make any one but slightly acquainted with the 
homoeopathic Materia Medina look up Lycopodium, ; 
and a reference to the headings Head, Face, and 
Teeth would quickly reveal its appropriateness. It 
is impossible to carry all the symptoms of the Materia 
in one’s lead, but it is quite possible to remember a 
very large number of the characteristic symptoms 
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and modaft$ies+(o§ Conditions) of the chief remedies. 
And after all, the best #*pertory any one can have irfP 
j in his own memory. Only it. nlnst be possible to 
; supplement it wlieitever required. Every remedy 
s has a ’number of symptoms and modalities which 
are General in rysptot to it. That js to say, they 
qualify a very large proportion of its iManifesta¬ 
tions. So * that when the practitioner meets with 
them in a patient he will be able to select the remedy 
even if the particular symptoms arc not in precise 
correspondence. 

And it is the* same with patients. Many patients 
' have General conditions which belong rather to 
themselves than to the particular complaint they 
may be suffering from, and when these are present 
they are often of greats importance from the pre¬ 
scribing standpoyft than the actual symptoms of the 
disease. For instance* if the cardinal symptoms of 
Sulphur crop up in a patient- sinking at the pit of 
the stomach at 11 ^t.m. ; aggravation of the symp¬ 
toms at night in bed: hot hands and feet, burning 
on the soles, rnugfc put them out of bed to find a cool 
place —Sulphur will be the remedy for the pati&it, no 
matter what the nature of the disease may bo. 

* Under the hearfing “ Chronic Disuses ” in the 
Prescriber , I have indicated how this knowledge may 
be made use of in selecting remedies. In this way 
the Prescriber is some^iing more than a mere clinical 
repertory—it is a repertory of localities. Under the 
different organs and parts of the body named will be 
found tie remedies which hfiv/ a specific relationship 

t thorn. Further, ,imder the heading Mind will be 
und some leading Rental symptoms and states, the 
esence of wlgch, complicating bodily diseases—or, 
ncomitanfc with them, as it is technically called in 
homdjflpathy—will point to the remedy to be selected. 
L I will now relate another case in illustration, J. 
J?., 58, a coachman, was sent to me by his master 
fan May 10, 1910. He had Had severe domestic 
f trouble, and was suffering from great mental depres¬ 
sion, and, in addition, there was pain in the head.

The pain was situated in the v^rte^. skid $sls greatly 
Aggravated if he was in tin; least worried 

The second of tfho five sections into which tlio 
Clinical Repertory to the Dietiomdrytof Materia Mediea 
is divided is a repertory of Causation. It ifi often 
of groat importance to know* the cause in wdiieh 
every statfo has originated. The effects of a chill, 
physical injury or ijnental si lock correspond to differ¬ 
ent remedies, and the knowledge of the cause is often 
an important guide in finding the remedy. On 
turning to this part of the Clinical Repertory , under 
' the heading “ Worry ” will bo fousui among the 
remedies Iynatia. As $his patient had had much 
worry and as his complaint was aggravated by 
worry, tgnatia 30 was given. But it did no good. 
The reason of this failure 's this—although worry 
was an exciting factor in the cash it was not the 
fundamental cause. The com plaint ^belonged to the 
patient himself. The condition now was: head 
bad ; pain at vertex ; comes any time ; feels it for 
a time after getting into bed ; very low spirited. 
Hands and feet warm and moist. „ 

On deferring to the description of different con¬ 
stitutions under Chronic Diseases in the Prescribe r, 
it will bo foynd that this patient corresponds to 
Sulphur in some of these characteristics: hot, 
perspiring hands and feet; low spirits ; night aggra¬ 
vation. On referring to z >Sulphur in the Materia 
Mediea, under section Head It will be found that 
Sulphur has numorous pains referred to the vertex. 
On these indications \Sitlphur 30 was prescribed, 
with very speedy relief to all the symptoms. 

But the improvement only went a certain way 
and then ceased. What next ?“ Thqje is a section 
of the Clinical Repertory which I &hink*J use 
more than any other, and which I fear most my 
readers have not learned* to use, or feel the “wan^ 
of—it is the section of Clinical Relationships. 

Tii the old*>n days# when homoeopaths had fewer 
remedies to commit to memory, each remedy was 
known much more intimately than ifc is at present. 
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It was nc*t» only Unovvti as an entity in itself—it wag 
known in its relations'*!*) its friqpds. For example, 
if Belladontia had relieved a case of inflammatory or 
congestive trouble and then ceased to help, the old 
homoeopaths would know that one «nf the nearest 
relations to Bell* eftid one of its best fiends, is 
Mercuriu8. And they would naturally think of 
Mercurius*beiore any other to prescribe in the case. 
In my Repertory of Clinical Relationships I have 
given in tabular form a list of all the relations of 
remedies so far as recorded. This shows at a glance 
which remedy*follows any remedy well—which are 
followed well by it, which afe compatible, which are 
complementary, which inimical, and which antidotal. 
These lists are not to be regarded os complete or ex¬ 
clusive, but? as far,as tlie^ go 1 find them most helpful 
and suggestive. ,# And whenever I meet- an instance 
in which one remedy helps out the action of another 
in a marked way I enter it on my list for future 
use, and this I advise my readers to do likewise. 

This by the way. My patient now remarked 
that although he was much better in himself, he 
still had the pain in his head and it was worse when 
he had his hat on* 

Referring now to the Preacriber undfr Headache, 
it will be found that Lycopodium has a headache at 
the vertex which is worse when covered . Turning now 
to the Clinical Relationships of the Clinical Re¬ 
pertory it will be found that lycopodium is one of 
the remedies which is compatible with Sulphur. 
Lycopodium 30 was now givenf with complete relief of 
these symptoms. The patient's livery hat was heavy, 
so it was particularly trying in his employment. 

The relief in<this case continued for several months, 
whep*an attack of influenza brought? back the old 
troutse. When the influenza was cured, the old head 
$>ain remained and Lycopodium only partially relieved 
it. What was next to be done 1 Tum^once more to 
the Repertory of Clinical Relationships under the 
reference. Lycopodium. Among the remedies given 
as “ complementary *’—that is to gqy most closely 
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^elated in action and hcljginjg mCt each' * other—is 
Chelidonium. A reference to* the Materia Mediea 
will show a close similarity liotwyep the two remedies 
in their symptoms and Conditions. Chelid. 30 was 
given, and thi. completely relieved the patient. 

Retiming now to the former«patient. Miss T., 
who suffered from neuralgia. In her case also 
Lycopodium failed "on one occasion to control the 
pain, and here again the complementary remedy, 
Chelidonium , came to its aid and removed the whole 
trouble, and further illustrated the use of a repertory 
of Clinical Relationships. * 

Tu each of these caseff pressure was a condition of 
aggravation. It is necessary to be able to reduce to 
its common denomination op the instant^any symp¬ 
tom which a patient presents to yop. Patients must 
not he expected to describe their sensations in the 
bald language of the repertories. A patient will be 
more likely to say “■ The pain is much worse when my 
liat is on,” than hV* will to say ” The pain is aggra¬ 
vated by pressure.” In the same way a patient with 
right -hided sciatica will he more likely to say “ I can’t 
bear to lie on my right side,” than he will to say “The 
pain is aggravated by pressure.” But it comes to the 
same thing, nind many a case of right-sided sciatica 
with this modality have I cured with Lycopodium . 


THE OLfNLCAL REPERTORY 

Together with the J'^escriber the Or,iNTr\r^RKPKR' 
toky fonns, I believe, the most complete repertory 
from tho clinical aspect which erists in homoeopathic 
literature, if not the most complete possible. When 
the Prescriber^fnils to indicate the romdffy required 
for any case, on turning to the same heading in the 
Clinical Repertory a large number of remedies not' 
mentioned in tho^Pre^rriber will in most instances be 
found. sPor fheir special indications it will be neces¬ 
sary to turn to the Materia Mediea and compare 
them one with 4 another. In compiling the Materia 
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Medica l^wasSatye save much space, and conse¬ 
quently save my readers much trouble, by placing* 
at the head of each article a list of the diseases to 
whose symptoms«tHe drug corresponds. The neces¬ 
sity fbr much repetition was thus avoided, since the 
leading indications $pr any remedy Ere available in 
any disease, whatever may be its name, when those 
are promisont in a patient. But the list, nevertheless, 
gives a good idea of the range of the drug’s action ; 
and when the whole of these lists came to be indexed, 
as it is in the Clinical Repertory , it afforded at once 
a valuable approach to the Materia Medica from 1 
the clinical side and a greatly enlarged clinical 
instrument as compared with the Prescriber. It 
would be beyond the scope of the work to attempt 
to give the differentials indications for each remedy 
in the Clinical Repertory as is done in the Prescriber ; 
just as it would-be beyond the scope of the Prescriber 
to have included all the remedies named in the 
Clinical Repertory. But the Ijick of differential 
indications in the latter is no real loss, since the 
Materia Medie% supplies them for ready reference 
and the study of tho Materia Medica entailed* in the 
use of it is pure gain. There is no road to the practice 
of homoeopathy-— whether it is the clinical road or 
the symptomatic road— which does not entail dose and 
constant study of the Materia Medica. 

I have already referred to the Clinical Relation* 
ships section of the Repertory qpd some of its uses. 
In homoeopathic practice \t is often necessary to 
modifjr or arrest the action gf a remedy which has 
been administered. The means of doing this will be 
found in the Antidote column of this section. When 
more antidotes than one are given, the one which 
corresponds most closely to the symptoms of the case 
whidjp it is desired to put an end to will be selected. 

• The late Dr. R. T. Cooper found great assistance 
in his practice from utilising the natural relationship 
of remedies. For instance, wlSBn he had given with 
good effect a remedy belonging to a certain botanical 
species and tjie good action came to an end, his 
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next choice was often a remedy, f rone, ah alljed species, 
which would carry on the awfcion. In the Repertory 
these will be found for instant reference under the 
section of Natural Relationship6. ( 

The Repertory of Causation I have already men¬ 
tioned ; this may be also used an a Jimited Repertory 
of Aggravation. Causation and Aggravation are not 
identical, but they frequently overlap. « 

The other section of the Clinical Repertory is the 
Repertory of Temperaments, Age , and- Sex, In the 
selection of a remedy it often makes a great difference 
whether a patient is young or old, stout or spare, 
male or female, fair or dork, nervous or lymphatic. 
In this section of the Repertory all these points 
will be foimd indexed for ready reference. 

I may mention a praojitfal point which I have 
found a great t time-saver. Wherever possible I 
block out on the front edges of my Repertories the 
different sections. In this way 1 am able to find 
with great ease th§ part I want ,to refer to without 
great turning over of pages. 


THE DICTIONARY OF PRACTICAL MATERIA 

MEDICA 

I should like to add here a few words in regard to 
my Dictionary of Practical Materia Medina . I do 
not offer it to the exclusion &f any other author's 
work, but I do offer it as the most complete and 
perfect presentment of the homoeopathic Ifateria 
Medica for the student and practitioner. It is the 
fruit of years of labour to combine within the com¬ 
pass of a single work the matenal needed for daily 
practice, arranged in such a form that all the sections 
of the information included are readily accessible 
and do not obscure each other. In my work itf will, 
not be found that one “cannot see the .forest on 
account of the treefiO’* The introductory part of 
€4koh article gives the reader in the shortest compass 
possible, a picture of the whole drug wjjbh the history 
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of the wank i# h#s dene. So that the work is just 
as useful for the student as it is for the practitioner 
I have seen it stated in lists of frorks recommended 
for students that^nfy Materia Medica is a valuable 
book of “ reference ”—meaning by this that it is a 
book to be referred*to now and then. Jt is more 
than that: it is a book for reference eveiiy hour of 
the working day; it is a book for the study and 
the prescribing desk. It was compiled, first and 
foremost, for my own personal needs in practice— 
just as the Prescriber was—and I offer it as the 
greatest labour-saving and labour-rewarding materia * 
medica for student and practitioner which we possess 
at the present day. With the Dictionary of Materia 
Medica , the Clinical Repertory , and the Prescriber it 
is possible to practise homoeopathy—with works 
which only deqpl'ibe remedies without giving their 
actual symptoms this is not possible. 

BCENNINGHAUSEN’S POCKET BOOK 

The above-neihied three works I offer as a minimum 
stock in trade for the practitioner who wishes to do 
justice to his wosk. But I no less strongly urge on 
him to obtain other works as soon as«ever he is able 
to introduce them into his armamentarium. And

first among these is von Boenninghausen’s famous 
Pocket Book. The full title of this work is Thera¬ 
peutic Pocket Book for Homcccfyathic Physicians to 
use at the Bedside and in the Study of the Materia 
Medicos This is, in a sensed the parent of all our 
Repertories and an analysis of the Materia Medica. 
The most convenient edition is Dr. T. F. Allen’s, for 
it is ip reality^t “ pocket ” book.* This work carries 
analfgis add generalisation as far aft these can be 
carried, and forms a symptom index of the Materia 

* Dr. Boger’s large work, B<mvninghqfueerC$ Characteristics 
and Repertory, contains Baennjpghausentp characteristic 
Materia Medica as well as the repertories of all# his works 
combined into one. It is a most valuable compilation, but it 
has not the portability and compactness of the Pocket Books 
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Medica that is boyond pi ice. (J My # w<A’k has been to 
approach practice from the finical side. Bcenning- 
hausen’s work approaches it from the symptomatic 
side. His Repert ories of “ Starvations n and of 
Aggravations and Ameliorations have been ot enor¬ 
mous service fo many generation^ of homoeopathic 
practitioners and will be to many yet to be born. I 
urgently advise every reader to procure a copy and 
to read and reread Boenninghausen’s Preface —and, 
incidentally, I may say the same in respect to the 
prefaces of my own works. It will materially 
increase the usefulness of the worksn to those who 
possess them. I will t#.ke the liberty of quoting 
here a passage of Boenninghausen’s Preface, which 
may give my readers a stimulus in their study of 
the Materia Medica:— *» » 

“ In using tho Pocket itook at thg bedside,’* saysf 
Boenninghausen, “ much depends upon whether one 
is entirely a beginner, or is already somewhat skilled 
in homoeopathy. J*ut he who kijows nothing what¬ 
ever must, indeed, make a most careful search for 
everything without exception. The ,more he knows, 
the lesb he has to look for, and, finally, only to use 
it here and there to help his memory. This may be 
best shown by an example: this 'I have taken for 
the purpose from my most recent practice, wherein 
the choice of the remedy was not difficult, and at 
first seemed very easy, tjiou^h, through lack of 
attention a mistake might very easily have been 
made. This case may serve for a beginner in 
homoeopathy to try hif own skill. 

“ E. N. of L., a man of about 50 years, of a©loom¬ 
ing, almost florid complexion, usually cheerful, but 
during his more violent paroxysms iiydined to out¬ 
breaks of anger with decided nervous excitement, 
had suffered for a few months with a peculiar ^rind 
of violent pain in the right leg after the previous, 
dispersion allopatkically of a so-called rheumatic pain 
in the right o»bit by external remedies, which could 
not be found out; this last pain attacked the muscles 
of the posterior part of the leg, especially from the 
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calf down"£o the Jheel b but did not involve the knee 
or ankle-joint. The pain itself he described as ex® 
tremely acute, cramping, jerking,* tearing, frequently 
interrupted by stitdhes extending from within out¬ 
ward ;* but in the morning hours, when the pain was 
generally more endurable, it was a flull burrowing 
with a bruised feeling. The pain became worse 
towards evening and during rest, especially after 
previous motion, while sitting or standing, particu¬ 
larly if he did it during a walk in the open air. 
While walking the pain jumped suddenly from the 
right calf into £he left upper arm, if he put his hand 
into his coat-pocket or his jjroast and kept the arm 
quiet, which was relieved by moving the arm, and 
then the pain suddenly jumped back* again into the 
right calf. • The greatest* relief was experienced while 
walking up and "down tfie room and rubbing the 
affected part. °The concomitant ‘symptoms were 
sleeplessness before midnight, frequently recurring 
attacks in the evening of sudden flushes of heat with 
thirst without previous chill, a disagreeable fatty 
taste in the mqpth, with nausea in the throat, and 
an almost constant pressing pain in the lower part 
of the chest and pit of the stomach as if something 
there was forcing itself outward # 

“ No skilful homceopathist who is perfectly familiar 
with the action of his remedies will long remain in 
doubt as to the correct remedy in this case, with so 
complete and accurate a picture of the disease, for 
all these symptoms together correspond to a single 
one, which is thoroughly hongosopathic ; but the be¬ 
ginner will be obliged to look for nearly every symp¬ 
tom and only after long search will he find the one 
most fit amogg tin? concurrent remedies. Between 
these*two extremes of knowing and qpt knowing, lie 
manl}" degrees of partial knowledge, which require a 
imore or less frequent consultation of the book 
“One person, for example, kno^rs that the pains 
repeatedly changing from plaee to place, with the 
fatty taste in the mouth, the sleeplessness before 
midnig ht, antf others of the symptoms mentioned 
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belong especially to the actiop oifPMsatfya, but he 
es not sure whether the reenabling symptoms also 
belong to it, and he*will not, if he acts conscientiously, 
spare the trouble to compare ih«ee latter; but he 
will soon see that Pulsatilla is not the 'correct 
homoeopathic Remedy, because* in addition to the 
mental symptoms there are others which are 
not similar, but, indeed, are directly contradictory 
to it. 

“ Another person who has studied more the pecu¬ 
liarities of the pains distinctly remembers that China 
corresponds to the paralytic and bmised pains as 
well as to the jerking tcprings, and the stitches from 
within outward and to the pains jumping from place 
to place. In addition, he believes that also symp¬ 
toms like sleeplessness before midnight, the aggrava¬ 
tion during rest, as well as the relief from motion 
and rubbing, together with the flushes of heat with 
thirst, correspond to this drug, but because he does 
not know, he also consult the books; and he 

will soon meet with contradictions, just as the 
previous one did, and he will see clearly the unfitness 
of China for the case. 

“ Neither of these two, however, ever think of 
administering Jo the patient a remedy whose curative 
power in this case is so improbable; but as con¬ 
scientious homoeopathic physicians they will look 
further and compare, and py the help of this book 
they will soon find, without* great difficulty* the 
only really indicated homoeopathic remedy. 

“ But even a third physician, educated in homoeo¬ 
pathy, one who recognises the contra -indications of 
PidaaUUa^ China , and other concurrent remedies* 
dees not know sufficiently that Valeriana corresponds 
to' the chief syjnptoms, and in order to *^e perfectly 
sure about this rather infrequently used remedy, he 
will quickly look up the few doubtful symptoms, and* 
convince himself that this drug among all the known 
medicines* is the best adapted to thus ease, as was 
proved hfjr the result; for after a single very small 
dofl^ exhibited in a high potency in wqjer* the whole 
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trouble, with ^11«> the,, concomitant symptoms, was 

completely removed in«*i*hree days.” *>

I leave my readers? after perusing this case, to make 
up their minds to which of Bcenninghausen’s degrees 
of knowing and pot# knowing they $ill belong.

In conclusion, I will repeat that there is only one 
road by which success in homoeopathic practice may 
be attained, and the name of this road is— Work. 
It is only hard application, intelligent and unremit¬ 
ting, that can«ensure success in the mastery of the 
infinity of details comprised in the homoeopathic 
materia medica. The result is worth all the labour 
and very much more besides ; but I would seriously 
warn off at”the outset ati yrho think they will find in 
homoeopathy a royal road to the cur (3 of the sick. It 
is possible by the improvement of our instruments 
to make the practice of homoeopathy less arduous 
than it is at present, but like ev@ry other great and 
good work it can never be made easy; 




INTRODUCTION* TO THE PRESCRIBER 


I.—THE PLACE OF A CLINICAL REPERTORY 
IN HOMOEOPATHIC PRACTICE

Clinical, Repertories. 

#> 

The Prescribek was designed primarily for the 
beginner in homoeopathic practice by one who had 
felt the need of a work taf,the kind when ho became 
convinced of th^ truth of the homoeopathic law. As 
all British homoeopaths receive their training in allo¬ 
pathic schools, it is inevitable that allopathic w r ays 
of looking at thingjs should to a Jprge extent prevail 
for some time after their graduation or conversion. 
In the old-school text-books remedies are considered 
in relation to diseases : in homoeopathy remedies are 
considered first and foremost in relation to indi¬ 
viduals. In homoeopathy when the cardinal symp¬ 
toms of a remedy are marked in any case, the name 
of the disease the patient may be suffering from is 
of no weight whatever ip determining either for or 
against the selection ; the remedy which corresponds 
to the symptoms of the patient must be given, and 
if the c # ^se is curable it will cui*p. To give an example, 
I may relate a case as it was told to me. A patient 
suffering from pne^imonia had gone from bad to 
worse under homoeopathic treatment based on noso- 
logid&l lines, when it was decided to> call in further 
help?* The consultant on entering the room observed 
rthe patient shrink away from him in great fear. He 
found him collapsed and cold, with; cold sweat on his 
forehead. He said to the other attendants that he 
would take their word for all the rest of the’patient’s 
symptoms ; there was one medicine that would cure 
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the patient and one only, apd t^ia# wa$ Veratrum 
\olbum ; and Veratrum attwm very speedily did. 
Veratrum had not been given in the case before 
because it was not recognised by those in attendance 
as a pneumonia remedy. Tn a very severe base of 
pleuro-pneumftnia of my own h rapidly cleared up all 
the dangerous symptoms with Stramonium , to which 
I was led by the delirium of the patient, in which 
he saw animals about his bed, and especially a 
large black dog. The patient was a youth, and 
there was no question of alcoholism in the case. 
One of the best cures of rheumatvs fever I ever 
made was with Ignatia * which was given because of 
the mental concomitants in the case. 

I mention these instances to show that however 
. valuable a clinical repertorytmay be, it can never be 
paramount in homoeopathy; ancF whilst the Pee- 
scbtbee may seem to justify the allopathic arrange¬ 
ment of medicines as remedies for diseases, I only 
offer it as one, aqd that the most elementary, of 
the methods by which the similar, that is to say, 
the homoeopathic remedy may be t found. For a 
•clinical or nosological repertory is perfectly justifiable 
from a homoeopathic point of view, provided its 
limits are clearly understood. Names of diseases 
correspond to*well-defined groups in the symptom- 
record of various medicines. The Prescribeb shows 
at a glance what these medicines are, and how they 
are to be distinguished from e&ch other. Thus in a 
very .large number of cases a closely* similar, if not 
the most similar remedy may be found. 

But whilst offering the Prescribes as tlfe most- 
natural first step in homoeopathic practice to an 
allopathically trained mind, and as ,a convenient 
remembrancer # to older homoeopaths, I r wish «most 
strongly to insist that readers shall make then&fclves. 
superior to it and independent of it by a thorough/ 
acquaintance witlfcthe materia medica mid by making 
themselves proficient «a the use of repertories. I do 
not eyeh%ffer.it as cm ideal of what a clinical repertory 
may. be. Classical works like thosq of Bell on 
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Diarrhoea, ^Jl. 01 ^llen^on Intermittent Fever , Minton 
on Uterine Therapeutist, all give elaborate and* 
detailed repertories compiled oit a clinical basis, 
enabling the reades to find by their means the most 
similar* remedy. The scope of the Prescriber does 
not permit of my doing this in respect all diseases, 
but I have adaptecl from Hering his excellent reper¬ 
tory to Tqpthache (which has often enabled me to 
find the remedy), and I give this in its proper place 
as an example of the kind, and as an exercise for 
junior homoeopaths in the use of the more advanced 
methods. Although primarily arranged as a reper¬ 
tory for Toothache it is equally available for neuralgic 
pains affecting the face and head whether connected 
with diseases of the teeth or not. 

Kinds and Degrees op Similarity. 

A homoeopathic practitioner must perforce be 
original if he is to achieve any great measure of 
success. No two cases are exactly alike, and he 
must be prepared to adapt his means to any case 
that may arise, gud happily there is in homoeopathy 
scope for the exercise of a great variety of talent. 
In most cases there are more remedies than one that 
will benefit; and if the exact simillimum is not 
foimd, the next or the next to that will give a measure 
of help ; so the beginner need not abandon the ideal 
as too difficult of attainment. Then there are many 
different kinds of simjlbrity, as wyll as of degrees , and 
every kind is available for the prescriber’s use. There 
is similarity between drug fuid disease in organ- 
affinity*; in tissue-affinity; there is similarity of 
diathesis; similarity of sensations and conditions— 
all these and qjther Kinds of like-ness are available for 
the presenter to find his correspondence in : and he 
is no^friend of Hahnemann, or of Hahnemann’s system 
^vho would tie up practitioners to any one of them. 

Hahnemann’s Doctrine op £hronj£ Diseases. 

Hahnemann’s discovery of the nature o¥ chronic 
diseases is evidence that his mind was not closed to 
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further progress, as it well might ha.e been, by the 
^transcendent importance his discovery of the 
homoeopathic law.* Finding that certain cases were 
only temporarily benefited by remedies which seemed 
to correspond accurately with tho apparent" symp¬ 
toms, he washed to note that there were points of 
importance in the cases to which they failed to 
correspond. In the cases referred to there was the 
fact that the disease manifestations, though taking 
the form, it might be, of an ordinary acute illness, 
was really only one event in a series ; and it was 
necessary to find remedies corresponding to the series, 
if a cure was to be effected. For instance, an attack 
of asthma may look, and generally does look, like 
an isolated event in a patient’s history. But inquiry 
will probably discover that'the same patient has at 
a former period suffered from a* skin eruption, a 
diarrhoea, or some other affection. All these are not 
many diseases, but varied expressions of one morbid 
taint. In the ease of syphilis a sequence of disease- 
manifestations w’as known to exist. Hahnemann 
added to this two others—“ sycosis,”,or the “ miasm ” 
whose* keynote manifestation is the apf>earanee of 
fig-warts, and the origin of which is often traceable 
to constitutional gonorrhoea; #nd, chiefly, the 
“ miasm ” which he called “ Psora,” whose keynote 
is tho appearance at some period of the patient’s 
history of an itch-like eruption. Without going into 
the question of hoiy far HaHKemann was right or 
wrong in his explanation of the genesis of this miasm, 
there can be little dou<bt (in my mind there is none 
whatever) that he was right in the main fact* Old- 
school medicine has confirmed his observation in 
respect to the constitutional nature <of gonorrhoea* 
and the “ herpetic diathesis ” of French writers is 
only Psora doctrine in another form. « ,r 

And I may here point d>ut that it is necessary to, 
bear in mind the (particular meaning attached to the 
word “ chronic ” by Hahnemann in the phrase 
“ chronic diseases.” He did not use it in the ordinary 
sense of “ long-lasting ” ; he meant a disease which 
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was. due tq a jtoiipn (or 11 miasm/ 7 as he called it) 
which had a chronic evolution, just as the poison of* 
scarlatina, for example, has an acute evolution. 
Syphilis is a “ chrcftifc disease/’ in his sense whether 
the manifestations are acute or whethei^they are long- 
lasting. “ Psora ”, is *a chronic disease in the same 
way, though sometimes its manifestation# are in¬ 
tensely acute. Another difference between an acute 
and a chronic miasm is that the acute naturally 
ends in complete recovery or in death ; whereas a 
“ chronic ” miasm continues to act in varying or 
alternating ways throughout life unless it is cured 
by proper treatment. • 

Having discovered the existence of a chronically 
operating poison in the ft&ential character of certain 
diseases, it was^necessary for Hahnemann to find 
remedies which had corresponding chronic action in 
order to obtain complete similarity. These he found 
in the remedies najned by him •anti-sycotic, anti* 
syphilitic, and, chiefly, anti-psoric. Since Hahne¬ 
mann’s day mu oh has been done in tracing out the 
life-history t of morbid diatheses, and there *s no 
necessity to limit the number of chronic diseases to 
the three he described. It is open to original minds to 
find other miasms and their similars. The use of the 
nosodes in homoeopathy, and the use of “ vaccines ’* 
and “serums’* in allopqidiiq imitations of homoeopathy 
are instances of possible developments on these lines. 
* But no matter what may be the plane on which 
the points of similarity are sought and obtained, the 
individual symptoms of each case must in the last 
resort determine the ^choice of the remedy. It is not 
a matter of giving an “ antipsoric ’* for a case of 
psorfl^ if the case is indeed a psorie case, though 
some* good may be done with a medicine whose 
#i@ase-making action is n,<Jt of the psoric order, the 
case will not be cured. The division of remedies 
into antipsoric and non-antips<&ic is rf convenience 
for narrowing dowh the choice, as the “ chronicity J1 
is the most important feature to be matched; but 

*3 
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the choice of the particular medicine''of tfie group is 
‘determined by the individual symptoms of each 
case. Hahnemann's doctrine of chronic diseases is 
from first to last one of practiced 1 import. 

3 he Genius Epipemicus. 

' The ddctrine of genius epidemicus is another prac¬ 
tical aid in prescribing. Just as one proving gives 
only a partial idea of a drug, so one case of an epidemic 
disease gives only a partial idea of the disease. It is 
perfectly legitimate homoeopathy to take a number of 
cases and having found the drug diseuse which corre¬ 
sponds most closely to the disease in all its develop¬ 
ments, to give that drug in a routine fashion to all 
cases which do not manifestly call for some other 
drug. The use of BapHaia ift this way in the influenza 
epidemic has seved me a great d^al of brain-work 
and has cut short, often in a few hours, many an 
attack of the disease. That does not mean that I 
have given no other remedy; f on the contrary, I 
have had to use in some case or other almost every 
remedy in the materia medica; but the knowledge 
of the doctrine of the genius epidemicuf has saved 
a vast amount of trouble, nevertheless. 

t 

The Homoeopathic Materia Medica. 

, The last court of appeal, when the choice of a 
remedy is not clear, is the ^Homoeopathic Materia 
Medica. I suppose there was no way out Of the 
difficulty of nomenclature, but it seems a pity that 
some other name couM not have been found for the 
Symptom Register of Remedies of which the * homoeo¬ 
pathic materia medica consists.^ Anything more un¬ 
like the materia medica of the old school it would 
be difficult find. In the homoeopathic materia 
medica the symptoms belonging to each remedy are 
arranged in a certain ordfer, namely, under the bead* 
mgs of the different anatomical sections in which 
they hctye o&urred/so that the practitioner can find 
at once any symptom which hak occurred in any 
particular part of the body. All the Eye symptoips. 
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for example, ire* givan in the section “ Eyes ” ; all 
the Stomach symptom*? in section “ Stomach,’* et£. 
There are some who regret that tiahnemann did not 
keep his provers* ia^-books and publish them instead 
of thiS classified list of symptoms (wtgch is known in 
homoeopathy as f £he*Schema). This regret would be 
justified if the symptoms were not available in their 
individual* capacity and did hot admit of re-combina¬ 
tion to an infinite extent. But a definite symptom 
is available for its value, just as a definite coin is* 
independently of the particular mint from which it # 
may have be*n issued. It is this which renders 
homoeopathy the flexible and adaptable instrument 
that it is; and it is this which makes the Symptom 
Register the essential of the homoeopathic materia 
medica. 

Furthermore, ^he symptoms are not only available 
in their individual capacity, they will bear reducing 
to their elements and still be available, just as the 
symptoms of a patient will bear«the same reducing. 
For instance: a patient complains that he was 
seized with violent pains in the back immediately on 
stepping out of a bath. The bath here was evidently 
the determining condition. But the bath is not the 
essential of the symptom, the essential is the wetting. 
On referring to a repertory, it is under the heading,. 
“Aggravation by wetting,’* that the corresponding; 
remedy will be found^and probably not under bqih. 
In this case Rhus was the remedy. Conversely, take 
the example of Aloe, which has this symptom: 

“ Just before getting into bed* sudden explosion and 
clashing in 1. ear, as from breaking of glass; the 
clash of the glass qjas heard at the bottom of the 
head, and extended thence towards r. ear/* If that 
symptom were met with in a patient, c* any symptom , 
closefjP resembling it. Aloe alone would cure; but the 
symptom may be generalised and utilised (and I 
have so utilised it) for sensations o# explosion in the 
head, or a noise as of something breaking. m Should 
a symptom like this occur when the remaining symp¬ 
toms seem to indicate Aloe equally with other ■ 
remedies, its presence would, defcemfine the choice.„ 
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This brings me to r speak of Repertories, and among 
them Bcenninghausen’s Pocket Book holds a place of 
very great importance. T. F. Allen’s edition'is the 
most compact. Dr. Boger’s is more comprehensive. 
It includes Boenninghausen’s Materia Medica, and 
forms an index to all Boenninghausen’s works. It is 
a large volume. Boenninghausen realised and demon¬ 
strated the legitimacy and the utility of paraphrasing 
and generalising symptoms and their conditions, and 
his lists of conditions of Aggravationoand Ameliora¬ 
tion, of Sensations, of • Desires and Aversions are 
invaluable. 

It frequently happens in practice that a symptom 
is wanted with some peculiar* condition of aggravation 
or amelioration.,« Several medicine^ pre found having 
the symptom, but not one with the condition. On 
referring to Boenninghausen, one of them is found in 
the list of remedies^ having that particular condition, 
though it had not been noted in connection with the 
symptom in question ; but that doQS not destroy its 
appropriateness. Boenninghausen showed that when 
a medicine manifested any symptom occurring under 
any peculiar Condition, that Condition might, and 
probably would, indicate the medicine when the 
same Condition appeared qualifying way other 
symptom. At any rate „it f would determine the 
choice of one of several remedies, all of which had 
the symptom but only one the Condition. 

It is the same with peculiar sensations : the sensa¬ 
tion may . have been experienced in one part of the 
body in the prover, but that does not destroy the 
remedy’s appropriateness should the identical sensa¬ 
tion appear in*a different part in the patient. Hence 
the utility of Bcenninghausen’s list- of Senaafifons. 

The Totality of Symptoms insisted on by rfahne^ 
m&nn as the basis of correspondence does not refer 
-only to ^heirsnumerifeal sum, but to their relative im- 
, portance. It is not every sensation of a patient that 
U$ao8tittgtes a symptom from the prescribing point of 
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view. In»evePy ease the practitioner has to ask him¬ 
self what the points am on which he intends to batte 
his prescription. It has been said that if three lead¬ 
ing characters of* if case are found under a given 
remecfy, there is a “ three-legged sto^l ” on which a 
prescription may. be based with every chance of 
success. • 

There are some classes of symptoms which are 
more important than others to bo matched, and it 
may be useful to indicate some. Without attaching 
much significance to the order, I should name these 
as of especial importance : (1) Mental concomitants* 
with bodily diseases. (2) Very peculiar symptoms 
and very peculiar combinations of symptoms. (3) 
Precise localities. (4) Course and direction of pains 
and sensattons. J5) Alternating symptoms. (6) Con¬ 
ditions of Time*: Periodicity, and the occurrence of 
symptoms at particular times of the day or night, 
or moon or year. (7) Conditions of Temperature, 
sensitiveness to hqat and cold, • and aggravation or 
amelioration by change of temperature, and at the 
various seasons* 

The use of repertories is in itself an art wliich the 
homoeopathist nyist diligently cultivate. I cannot 
say that I find any one entirely satisfactory. The 
plan of the Cipher Repertory (excluding the cipher) 
is to my thinking the best; but this is not complete, 4 
and many of the completed portions are long out of 
date. Gentry’s Repertory is thfi easiest to use, and 
I should be sorry to be without it. Kent’s great 
Repertory is the fullest and nfbst satisfactory to those 
who are able to use it; but the plan of it is not 
very easy to master. Among other repertories, 
Lippe’s, that* of Curie’s Jahr , and Winterbum’s 
Pocjfet Repertory may be named. •The Index to 
Allen's Encyclopaedia is indispensable to those who 
^possess that work, as is tile Repertory to the Guiding 
Symptom# to those who have^Hdring’s work. \ 

Materia Medic as. 

Among materia medicas, all who can should 
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possess Allen’s Encyclopaedia end cHdring’,8 Guiding 
Symptoms. The former contains all the symptoms 
of the Materia Mhdica Pura and of the Chronic 
Diseases of Hahnemann, but no Homoeopathic library 
can be considered complete without both these'latter 
works. Dudgeon’s translation of £he former is the 
best in the English language. Among works about 
the materia medica, Farrington’s Clinical Materia 
Medica and Dunham’s Lectures on Materia are ad¬ 
mirable works. Dudgeon’s translation of the Organon 
should be in every library. The want of a full materia 
1 medica, giving a full Schema and an explanatory 
introduction has been lang apparent to me, and I 
have endeavoured to supply the want by my Dic¬ 
tionary of Practical Materia Medica. A thorough 
knowledge of the materia ipe£ica is only te be gained 
by persistently upng it ; by persevering search for 
the most similar remedy for every case which arises, 
whenever the remedy is not at first obvious to the 
prescribes The search will not plways be crowned 
with success, but let not the practitioner be dis¬ 
heartened by this ; the search itself is of use to him 
as it will have helped to make him familiar with his 
instruments, the materia medica and the repertories. 

The knowledge of remedies in homoeopathy is like 
the knowledge of words in speaking a foreign language. 
The beginner in homoeopathic practice should, in the 
first instance, make himself r absolute master of some 
dozen of the most widely useful remedies, with all 
their characteristics and peculiarities, of the condi¬ 
tions under which theiiwsymptoms appear ancj. cease, 
End of their special times of occurrence, if they have 
any. The following is a list 1 recommend, the 
medicines being named in the order of «vhat I regard 
As their importance i-r-Sulphur, Lycopodium, *CaJ- 
carea, Arsenicum, Thuya, Aconitum, Nux vdfhica, 
Pulsatilla, Silica, Hepar, China, Belladonna, Bryonia* r 
An accurate knowledge of the symptomatology of* 
these drags will enable the practitioner to deal 
sueeess&wly with the majority of cases he meets. 
Rat 0 ap also do more than this for him; it will. 
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givp him a 4 solid %asis # on which to build up a know¬ 
ledge of the rest of th$* materia medica. 

Xh£ Prescriber. 

To feturn to the point from which I started, I 
may repeat that {he. place of a worlif like the Pre¬ 
scriber is quite legitimate in honlceopathie practice 
provided it is not expected to do duty for the materia 
medica and other more advanced works of reference. 
It will enable practitioners to carry a situation by 
“ frontal attack ” when this is possible, and when 
frontal attacks* are not possible the numerous other 
resources of homoeopathic practice must be brought 
into requisition. 

II.-—CASE-TAKING. 

.It may be u^iul if I add here % a few words on 
case-taking. 

The first step towards making a good prescription 
is a well-taken Qaqp. The homcBopathist takes his 
cases with much , more care than do others; for he 
has a double diagnosis to make—the diagnosis of the 
disease and the diagnosis of the remedy. Th^ direc¬ 
tions given by Hahnemann himself in the Organon 
should be carefully studied, and the spirit of them 
followed. The patient should be allowed to tell his 
own story, stating just what he feels , and the par¬ 
ticular symptoms he is post anxious to be rid of. 
The practitioner should then ascertain the Conditions 
under which the symptoms occur, the times of day 
at which they are worst, and*any concomitant symp¬ 
toms tnat may accompany them. If it is not then 
quite obvious what Remedy he ought to prescribe, he 
will be prepared to consult his books of reference,, 
knotting clearly what symptoms he fishes to find. 

Infihy own practice I have found of great service 
an taking cases detached printed forms such as I here 
append. The headings of the Hahnemannian Schema 
are spaced out, and under eacl? I put the symptoms 
as told me by the patient, or as ascertainedfui exam¬ 
ination. As the Schema form is the only form in 
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which a comprehensive knowledge df a Remedy can 
•be retained in the memory* so it is most useful to 
get the facts and Symptoms of a patient’s case like* 
wise into Schema form for purposes of comparison. 
The points of resemblance at once occur*to the 
practitioner \£ho has his knowledge in orderly shape. 
For it if* of vital importance to have our knowledge 
in proper form ; otherwise the unorganised part of 
it only hampers us in the use of the little we have 
made our own. And we cannot rightly claim to 
possess any knowledge that we have not incorporated 
with our mental organism. « 

For recording the subsequent progress of a case I 
have blank papers of the same size as the printed 
forms. I have them made of the thinnest notepaper, 
so that they occupy very little space in my pocket- 
book. Any stationer will supply t both the printed 
forms and the blank papers. 

III.—FLAN OF THE PRESCPJBER, AND HOW 

TO USE IT 

Th« plan of the work is simple. *The names of the 
diseases are given in alphabetical order: and where 
a disease has more names than Vine, each name is 
given with a'reference to the one under which the 
treatment is described. This will generally be found 
to be the name by which it is most commonly known. 
Under each heading the naifies of the medicine or 
medicines most useful in the particular disease are 
given. When more ngedieines than one are named, 
there will be found prefixed to each the symptoms 
which would lead the presoriber to choose that in 
preference to the rest. Where no sucjjji differentiating 
symptoms cai^be given, the medicines $re named in 
the order of their general applicability, and c num¬ 
bered ; it is intended that the prescriber shall use 
them in that order, if there are no other symptoms 
in the case pointing to one more than the other. 

Where a number of symptoms are given as belong¬ 
ing ,$o one medicine, these will be found separated

either by 'pomftia^ or semicolons. All those only 
separated by commas belong to a single group, and. 
these must all be present in ortfer to indicate the 
medicine. For example: under Sciatica will be 
found, 04 Pains made worse by sitting, relieved some¬ 
what by walking, entirely by lying dowH, Am. mur.” : 
this means that Ammonium muriaticum is indicated 
when the pain of sciatica is marked by all these 
characters. If in any case the pain were noted as 
being “ relieved somewhat by walking,” without the 
other two, the medicine would probably not be 
appropriate. Again, under the same heading we 
have : “ Purely neuralgic ,* accompanying paralysis ; 
in old and debilitated subjects, Ara.” : this means 
that Arsenic is likely to benefit all cases that are of 
a purely neuralgic kind ,«as # opposed to inflammatory 
or rheumatic ; a^to sciatica in patients suffering from 
paralysis ; also sciatica in old and debilitated patients. 
Each characteristic is sufficient in itself to indicate 
the medicine, and £his the semicolons are intended 
to show ; should two of the characteristics, or all 
three, be found, in the same patient, the medicine 
would be still more strongly indicated. But it* must 
be understood that all the medicines given under any 
heading have a distinct specific relation to the part 
or the affection under consideration; and whilst 1 
have sought to give the distinguishing traits of each 
drug, that the best medicine may be chosen first, 
still all the medicines ^re'^more off less homoeopathic, 
and if one fails, the one which seems next in appro¬ 
priateness should be tried. J3ut it must always be 
borne fh mind that the whole of the symptoms of 
any patient must be taken into consideration, and 
not the most,,urgent only. The drug which corre¬ 
sponds best to the totality of a patignt’s symptoms 
will the most certain to cure. ^ 
f Under certain headings#; as Tongue, Taste, Smell, 
etc., I have given some characteristic conditions, 
which, however, do not in themselves constitute 
disease. They occur as Symptoms in various diseases, 
and $s the result of the action of certain drugs, and 
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are often useful in determining tly? dhoic& of a medi- 
,cine, if that medicine is in gelation to the case as a 
whole. For example, if a prescriber is in doubt 
which of two medicines to give uica case of dyspepsia, 
a reference to the heading Tongue may show frhich of 
these medicines is capable of producing a condition of 
tongue i$ost like that present and determine the choice. 

RULES FOR PRESCRIBING. 

Having found the medicine which corresponds to 
the case, there remain the questions of attenuation, 
dose, and frequency of repetition. Jn these matters 
dogmatism is out of plage, and every man's experience 
is his best guide. But some guidance is needed before 
experience is available, and this I have tried to give. 
In the matter of attenuation, my own experience 
leads me to believe that all attenuations, from the 
mother-tincture*upwards, are curative, provided the 
choice of the medicine is correct. When the simi¬ 
larity is very clojje between cjrug symptoms and 
patient’s symptoms, the attenuation cannot be too 
high to cure, and the higher it is thg more permanent 
the cure is likely to be. But the question of attenua¬ 
tion is secondary to that of the selection of the drug. 

It is taken for granted that the reader possesses 
at least an elementary acquaintance with homoeo¬ 
pathic pharmacy. It will be sufficient to state here 
that the sign q> following the name of a medicine 
stands for the strongest preparation of the drug (the 
sign 6 is also used in the same sense by some writers) 
and the numbers 1, 2, r 3, etc., or lx, 2x, 3x, etc., for 
the different attenuations. The figures 1, 2f 3, etc., 
refer to the centesimal attenuations; the proportion 
Wing in “ 1,” one part of the strongest preparation 
of the substaqpe to 99 of the attenuating medium, 
and in “ 2,” one part of “ 1 ” to 99 parts <d£ the 
attenuating medium, and*so on. The figures lx, 2x r 
etc., refer to the decimal scale of attenuation ; ** lx ” 
meaning one .part ot the . strongest preparation to 9 
parts of*the attenuating medium, 2x one part of lx 
Jp 9 parts of the attenuating medium, and £o ocu 
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1. The *Attokuqtionj —After the name of each 
medicine there will dq found the number of the 
attenuation recommended. Wh&i several attenua¬ 
tions are believed tot be equally efficacious, the num¬ 
bers of the lowest and the highest are given, and a 
bar is placed between them. For example, “ Aeon . 
1-3 ” would mean Aeon. 1, 3x, 2, or 3« and the 
preapriber /nay select any one of those as he thinks 
fit. When the choice lies between two only, the two 
numbers are joined by an “ or ” : as “ Cham . 1 or 6.” 
When no sign or figure follows the name of a medicine 
the pure substance is meant: e.g ., “ Kali i. gr, ii.” 
means two grains of the iodide of potassium itself. 

2. The Dose .—In all cases where no mention of 
dose is made, one drop of the tincture, -or one pilule 
or tablet is intended. The choice between tinctures 
and pilules is ofte of convenience chiefly. When 
tinctures are preierred, one drop to*a teaspoonful or 
a dessert-spoonful of water is the proper dose, or, if 
given in powder, oqp drop to a sufficient quantity of 
sugar of milk. Distilled water, or water that haa 
been boiled, is preferable to tap-water. When tritura¬ 
tions are intended, this is always indicated by the- 
number of grains for a dose following the number of 
the attenuation. *For example, “ Silic. 3, gr. iii.” 
means three grains of the third trituration of Silica* 
Triturations may be given dry on the tongue, or 
suspended in water, as preferred by the patient. 

3. The Repetition Sf the Dose ^—For the sake of 

simplicity and uniformity, the times of the repetition 
of the dose are given in term% of hours and minutes. 
After <$ie name of a medicine with its attenuation, 
“ lh.” means that the medicine is to be given every 
Hour; “2h.” # everJ two hours; “ 6h.” every six 
houre, or {pur times a day; “ 81 tl” every eight 

houif^ or three times a day; “ 10m.” every ten 
^minutes. 

In acute cases Hahnemann directs that the 
medicine should be given at . shout intengpls, in chronic 
oases at longer. The^ule laid down was tea give one 
dpse in a chronic case, and wait until its effects were- 
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exhausted. This may be dope ip sume cases ; in 
ethers it is well to repeat the. dose at short intervals 
until a decided effect is produced, and then wait until 
the action is exhausted before* again repeating it. 
If the same symptoms return the same remedy 
must be repealed; if they are changed, a different 
remedy ifcust be sought. 

The practice of giving a single dose apd allowing 
time for it to evolve its action is an excellent one 
when it is possible to carry it out and observe the 
effects. Dr. R. T. Cooper treated many cases of 
chronic disease with great effect by administering 
unit doses of <p tinctures, allowing them to act for 
two or three weeks without repetition. Dr. Cooper 
directed that the dose should be taken on an empty 
stomach—at least two hoursjLafter a meal, no food to 
be taken for at least one hour after the dose.

4. The Time of Day .—The best time for giving 
medicine (when the repetition of the dose is not too 
frequent to allow erf choice) is from an hour to half 
an hour before food. In ordering a medicine every 
six hours (four times a day) the first dose may be 
given on rising, the second an hour before lunch, the 
third an hour before dinner, and the last at bedtime. 
An exception must be made in the case of the lower 
attenuations of Arsenic and Iron. These should be 
given immediately after food. 

6. Alternation .—This is a practice which is to be 
guarded against. <*Lf two medicines, seem almost 
equally indicated, it is best to decide upon one of 
them, and give that. *When the prescriber has seen 
whether it answers his expectations or not, h&* will be 
able to decide on the propriety ^of giving the other. 
To give both at the same time destroys the value of 
the observation, and tends to weaken the, prescribed s 
powers of diagnosing the remedy. 

6. Bleep. —Except in % dangerous acute cases, 
patients should «not be awakened from sleep to 
receive their piedicias. When it is necessary to give 
the dos# during sleep, it is often possible to do it 
Jl^thout arousing the patient. , , 
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EXAMPLES (ft; PRESCRIPTIONS. 

■ 

1. Aeon. 3, 4h. This may be ordered from a 
homoeopathic chenfisl in this way :— 

Take of Tincture of Aconite, 3, two c^*achms. One 
drop in a dessert-spoonful of water every four hours. 
(The directions “ one drop in a dessert-spoonful of 
water ” merely indicates the proportion of the tincture 
to the w'ater, and the amount for each dose. It is 
often more convenient to mix enough for twenty-four- 
hours all at once. In this case six drops would be 
mixed in six desiert-spoonfuls of water, and a dessert¬ 
spoonful of this given every»four,hours.) 

If it is proposed to give the dose in powder form 
it may be ordered in this way : Take of Tincture of 
Aconite one* drop^ of 9ugar of Milk a sufficient 
quantity. Make *a powder; send af such twenty- 
four (or whatever number is desired). One powder 
on the tongue every four hours. 

If pilules (or tablets or discs) are intended to be 
given, the prescription would be as follows:— 

Take of pilules* (or tablets or discs) of Aconite 3, 
two drachms. 

One pilule (or tablet or disc) to be taken every 
four hours. 

2. Silic. 3x, gr. ii. 6h. 

This may be expanded as follows :— 

Take of trituration of Silica 3x two grains ; make 
a powder; send of such twenty-tour. One powder 
to be taken four times a day. Or— 

Take ^ trituration of Silica Sx two drachms, or a 
quarter of an ounce. As much as would lie on a 
sixpenny piece to be ^iken four times a day. (Small 
horn scoops are* sold by the chemists made to hold 
one, tjpo, or •three grains each. In prescribing tri- 
turatiorfe it is often convenient to order one of these, 
a *d direct, “a scoopful to be taken/’ etc,). 

BacUt . 200, gl. iv. once a weej. * 

This may be ordered as follows :— w 

Take of BaciMnum 200 four globules ; of Sugar of 
Milk two grains. Make a powder. Send as many as 

4 - 
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required. One to be taken dry <?n ?he, tongue once 
* a week. Plain powders cf Sach. Lact. may bo 
ordered in the interval if the patient cannot be made 
to understand the prolonged Action of single doses. 
Or if other medicines are called for by special symp¬ 
toms, they may be given between the doses without 
interfering with the constitutional action of the 
remedy. 

In giving remedies for chronic conditions it is a 
good plan to prescribe the doses at bedtime or on 
rising and at bedtime. The patient has then no 
need to be thinking of getting the doies in during the 
day. In giving doses flt intervals of several days it 
is convenient to * prescribe a series of numbered 
powders, directing them to be taken at bedtime or at 
bedtime and on rising 33 A he case may be. I find 
it useful to mqke the prescription in this way—

mitte xxiv., Sig. One to be taken at bedtime, in 
numerical order. This means that of the 24 powders, 
numbers 1, 8, 16 and 22 have each six globules of 
the remedy. The rest of the powders are not directly 
medicated, btit that does not mean that they are not 
medicated at all. According to $ny observation they 
are medicated by contact in varying degrees and 
their variation is* rather-helpful than otherwise in 
developing the curative action of the remedy.

Cholera Asiatics.— Prevention. —Wear next the skin 
a plate of copper (0 in. by 4, f&r a man of large 
size; 5 in. by 3 for a small man, and for .a woman; 
4in. by 2 for children). Let it be fastened round 
the waist by straps attached to longitudinal slits 
cut in the ends of the plate, which should be 
oval. Let the plate rest on the front of the 
abdominal wall, and let it be made slightly 
concave, so 6$ to adapt itself to the shape of 
the body. The plate should be Vom day and 
night. It may be cleansed from time to time 
by rubbing with vinegar. 

In addition to tMs, ff the pefson to be protected 
is much exposed to the disease, one or two drops 
of Cuprum aceticum 3x ^should be given in a 
little water night and morning. 

Preliminary Syb^ptoms. —In cholera times, when¬ 
ever diarrhoea occurs, give ftubini’s Tincture of 
Camphor, three drops on a lump* of sugar, every 
fifteen minutes to every hour, according to the 
urgency of the symptogps, until the diarrhoea is 
completely removed. • 

Should an attack come oil without premoni - 
tory diarrhoea, sudden coldness aSSr lividity 
seizing the patient, give Bubini’s Camphor , three 
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drops every ten minutes. This ny&jf' be given 
if there is diarrhoea at the same time, provided 
it is not excessive. 

The patient should now"»b«- kept at rest, and 
as warm as possible, hot flannels being Applied 
to the abdomen, and hot bottles to the feet. 
No -olid ‘ food whatever should be given; 
water may be taken ad libitum ; and §mall pieces 
of ice may be given to suck. Milk is the best 
food, if it is tolerated. Movement is to be 
avoided. It is better to treat patients at their 
own homes if at all possible, as *he very fact of 
moving a patient into hospital may make the 
difference between death and recovery. 

If under Camphor reaction does not come on, 
but, on the contrary, thfi> patient becomes worse, 
vomiting and purging setting in with violent 
pains in the body, cold sweat on forehead, give 
Veratrum album* 1, gtt. i. 10m. If the patient 
complains much of crampsr with the vomiting 
and purging, Cuprum acet. 3x. gtt. i. 10m. If 
the collapse deepens in spite q£ treatment, and 
the patient is in danger more from general 
depression than the discharges, Arsenicum alb. 
3x. gtt. i. every ten minutes. When the collapse 
is most profound, respiration slow, deep, gasping, 
the patient appearing dead in the intervals ; 
collapse supervening on cessation of discharge, 
Hydrocy. acid. 1, gtt. ii. 10m.

Chronic diseases. — In the treatment of cases of 
chronic disease fcomoepathy has very great ad¬ 
vantages oftrer the old school, but in my ex¬ 
perience *there are few homoeopaths yho take 
fill advantage of it. It is necessary, in the 
first place, for the practitioner to understand 
the conditions of success, andfhf the next place 
it is necessary for the practitioner t£*«\pke the 
patient understand. The first condition is— 
TIME, A constitution cannot be radically 

7 
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changed for the better in a week or’a month, 
rind it is seldom accomplished in a year. Hahne¬ 
mann demanded at least two years for the cure 
of a chronic case. It is \tfell' when such a case 
comes foij, treatment for the first time to" refuse 
to undertake it unless the patient will promise 
all the time required. Or a patient may be 
told that his immediate condition may be 
ameliorated, but he must not consider himself 
cured, and must not be surprised by a return 
of the symptoms at some future time. The 
young homoeopath will be saved much dis¬ 
appointment if he understands this. A case 
comes to him, and the first prescription answers 
admirably. The patient thinks he is cured, 
and if the doctor does <4iot understand the real 
nature of the case, he is apt to think so too. 
If he is aware of the chronically operating cause, 
he is prepared for the backward swing of the 
pendulum, and'knows how to meet it. Another 
point to be remembered is that cases of this 
kind do not need to be seen frequently (except 
lor intermediate acute phases). As a rule, once 
a month is quite often enough.* If they are 
seen too frequently, there is rfbt time to properly 
apprehend the evolution of the medicinal action, 
and the practitioner is in danger of changing 
it too frequently and spoiling his case. The 
true nature of chronic disease was first pointed 
out by Hahnemann, and his elucidation is most 
helpful in practice. The term “ chronic disease ” 
in his sense has a different meaning from the 
same term in ordinary medical writings, and 
though both schools would apply the teim to 
* the same Base in many instances* it is necessary 
to clearly understand the difference ‘ift the 
" signification. In ordinary medical language & 

, Case of acu& Rheumatism which fails to clear up 
but goes lingering on for months or 
throughout the rest of life, is said to have become 
1 , ^chronic ”; or a case may never have had an 
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acute' stage, and having a slow, non-febrile 
«ourse, it is also “ chronic rheumatism.’* Arthri¬ 
tis deformans is always a “chronic disease” frqm 
first to last. THbse, in the language of ordinary 
medicine, are “ chronic diseases.” With Hahne¬ 
mann a chronic disease is a* condition of 
chronic constitutional poisoning analogous to an 
acute*disease due to poisoning with an acute 
poison. Typhoid is an acute disease due to an 
acute poison which has an evolution ending in 
recovery or death. Psora is a chronic poison 
having a chronic evolution, and if not cured 
lasts throughout life, manifesting from time to 
time in some form or another, in the intervals 
subsiding into latency. Most of* the “ chronic 
diseases’” of ordinary, medicine are phases or 
manifestations of one or other of the chronic 
poisons or “ miasms ” of Hahnemann. Hahne¬ 
mann took a larger view of the history of a 
patient. He sow in these skin affections, asthma, 
intestinal catarrh, neuralgias, tumours, or what 
not, manifesting in the same patient at different 
times, not so many different diseases, butf only 
so many different manifestations of one con¬ 
tinuously actifig chronic poison. X^us it happens 
that the term “ chronic disease ” as understood 
by him would apply to many cases of chronic 
disease as undei^togd by ^Id-school writers; 
only, with him it would apply not to the par¬ 
ticular manifestation then present, but to the 
en^re pathological histdfy of the patient. It 
was not until Hahnemann recognised the unity 
underlying diverse disease-manifestations that 
he was afcfe to treat these cases successfully ; and 
it is the short-sighted view of ihodera medicine 
^n regarding every manifestation of disease as a 
separate and independent or local affair that 
has given surgery its present* tfemendous vogue. 

The treatment of chronic diseases^ the test 
of a homoeopath. It cannot be described in 
detail in a treatise like this* The treatment 
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of the active manifestations of .the chronic 
miasms will b© found, indeed, throughout* the 
work under the appropriate headings. As in 
the case of intermittent feVer, in which the 
best time 4 to give the curative remedy is after 
the paroxysm, so the best time to treat a con¬ 
stitutional state is after an acute manifestation 
is over. " t 

The chronic miasms act in a direction from 
without inward. This is evident in syphilis and 
sycosis and in the initial skin affections of psora. 
But all three may be hereditaty, and, in my 
experience, psora, as at present seen, generally 
is hereditary. But, in any case, as Hahnemann 
pointed out, in order to cure it, it is necessary 
to find remedies whosd' action is from within 
outward. Hence, in the process of a constitu¬ 
tional cure, it frequently happens that an 
eruption apj>ears on the skin or an old eruption 
reappears. Thifc is to be regarded as a favour¬ 
able indication, and by no means is the skin 
affection to be treated as a lcteal affair. 

In diagnosing the constitutional remedy for 
any patient, the totality of symptoms will always 
rule, but »there are some points which are of 
more importance than others. I have dealt with 
this subject in the Introduction, but it will be 
useful here to* take by \^ay of illustration the 
Sulphur type, as Sulphur is the chief of anti- 
psorics. It is so by reason of its own symptoms 
corresponding more closely and extensively to 
psora than those of any other remedy. The 
typical eruption of Sulphur*™ a crop of itching 
and itch-like pustular vesicles, the itching being 
relieved by® scratching. The most characteristic 
organismic symptom is the “ sinking,” all%one 
sensation at the epigastrium, occurring in th» 
forenoon, andt more especially at 11 o'clock. 
Whqp^&tients say they cannot eat breakfast, 
but must have something to eat at 11 o'clock 
Sulphur must be thought of. The characteristic 
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mentfll jtype of the Sulph. patient is somewhat 
*nolaneholy, with turn ljpr theological and 
philosophical speculations. The head is hot and 
the feet cold* Often we have only to shake 
h&nds with a Sulphur patient to leam his remedy : 
the hot, sweaty hand of Sulph. ffe very charac¬ 
teristic. The feet may be cold, but naore gener¬ 
ally tjjey are hot and perspiring. The symptoms 
are < by washing, < at night, and < by warmth. 
When patients complain that all their sufferings 
are worse as soon as they get warm in bed, 
Sulph. is most likely required. 

In connection with J fydph. it is necessary to 
study Calcarea, as it is in many ways the anti¬ 
thesis of Sulph. The Calc. patientTias irritability 
of temper, chilliness* eqjd, perspiring head, cold, 
clammy hands and feet, the legs feeling as if 
damp stockings were on. The Calcarea patient 
seeks warmth. Calcarea has sinking sensations 
like Sulph., though not at the same characteristic 
times. It frequently happens that there is a 
mixture of the characteristics of these remedies 
present, and then choice must be made between 
them. Lyc., Nat. mur., Silic., Psor ., all the 
nosodes, and Snany others must Joe studied in 
this connection. 

In prescribing for constitutional states it is 
well to give remedies in tl^p attenuations. I 
prefer the 30th. The*repetition must depend on 
circumstances. 1 sometimes give one dose a day 
or one a week. A placebb may be given in the 
interval according to circumstances. In treating 
chronic cases, is almost essential to success 
for the practitioner not to reveal the name of 
the remedy to the patient.

Koumiss is a most* useful article of diet in this 
and subsequent stages of consumption; and it 
is something more. Koumiss of mare’s milk may 
be used in any stage, and will often be retained 
when nothing else will. Ifc Koumiss of cow’s 
milk (Jagielski’s—prepared by the Aylesbury 
Dairy Co.) is used, begin with Full koumiss. 
No. 2. If there is constipation, give No. 1 
instead of No. 2; and if there is tendency to 
diarrhoea give* No. 3. If Full is not tolerated, 
give Medium koumiss, which is lebs rich in the 
cheesy part of milk, and more rich in milk-sugar 
and the mineral s^jts £ the nwnbers as indicated 
(by the bowel symptoms) for Full koumiss stand 
good for all. When neither Full nor Medium is 
tol^ated, where there is considerable hectic fever, 
Wney koumiss is most indicated, and will often 
check the diarrhoea of the last stage of the disease» 
if No, 3 is given. Koumiss contains carbonic and 
lactic acids, and a small amount t>f alcohol; and 
fo these it owes medicinal as well al digestive 
and food properties.

Diet.—It is impossible to lay down rules to suit all 
cases : every individual case must be studied by 
itself. The following hiAts may, however, serve 
as useful guides to the prescribes. 

In Health. —So longj^ as digestion is performed 
without discomfort, and the bodily weight, 
strength, and activity are maintained, the less 
people think about their diet the better. 

Homoeopathic Dietary. —In. the days when the 
higher dilutions were more largely given, patients 
under homceopathic treatment were put on much 
more strict dietary rules them it is now the 
custom to enjoin. It is an observed fact that 
those who live* exclusively on vegetable diet are 
more readily acted on by medicirifes than those 
who eat meat; and, in a general way, the 
simpler the dietary of a person is, the more 
amenable he is to* thfc action of medicines. If 
the person under treatment lives plainly, and the 
disorder is not specially connected With the diges¬ 
tive Systran, no change need be made in the 
dietary, • If thegpatient is not g simple liver, the 
following miles should be laid down:—Avoidance 
of all alcoholic drinks and tobacco $ also strong 
tea and coffee. The latter aril better Uplaoed by 
plain warm milk or scalded milk (a cup one-half 
or two-thirds full of milk filter up with boiling 
water). Cocoa made from the nibs, or cocoa 
shells, or the cocoa essences, are better *than tea 
or coffee. Strong acids and pickles, strong 
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spices, and very salt things and pastrf, should be 
forbidden. Xhere should be an interval <of at 
least five hours between the meals ; and all 
eating and drinking between meals should be 
disallowed. For the rest, breakfast may'consist 
of porridge of some kind with milk; toast, 
bread, butter, and bacon, eggs, or fish. Lunch : 
Soup, fish, a little meat, white or red, milk 
pudding or stewed fruit (i.e., either the one or 
the other ; the two should not be taken together 
by those whose digestion is at all delicate), and 
ripe fruit. Dinner : A variation of lunch, only 
a little more substantial. Among substitutes for 
meat, various dishes containing cheese, e.g., 
macaroni cheese, are the best. Cooked cheese 
is more digestible thun raw cheese. Grated 
cheese added to soup improves its nutrient 
properties. After cheese, nut foods, lentils, peas 
and haricot beans are the most valuable of 
nitrogenous foods. (But lentils and other pulse 
foods contain purins and are thus no better than 
meats as regards gout. They tare therefore only 
•efficient meat-substitutes when gout is not in 
question.) It should be borne in mind that 
though freshly-cooked chicken, and especially 
boiled chicken, is very digestible, cold chicken is 
quite the reverse. The flesh of chicken, in 
becoming cold, sets intq a hard fibre, which is 
much more difficult to digest than cold beef. 

Infants. —Until infants are eight months old they 
should h&ve nothihg but their mothers’ jpilk ; or, 
failing that and a wet nurse, the nearest substi¬ 
tute, cow’s milk. As that«is a little richer than 
human milk, it is necessary tq> dilute it with 
one-eight ‘of jvater. Of course it should be 
Warnrod to blood-heat (roughly, 100° F. or 
87 * 5° C.) before it is given, but not boiled. The 
Aylesbury T^ury Company’s artificial human 
milk is an excellent preparation. The Swiss 
cohSensed milk agrees well with .many infants. 
Ass’s milk and mare’s milk are less rich in solids 
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than %o£ian’s and do not curdle. These can, 
•therefore, often be .tolerated, when cow’s milk 
disagrees. Goat’s milk is more rich than cow’s, 
and is therefore mot so suitable to the digestion 
or infants ; but is often very good for thin, 
weakly children. Other foods vWrich may be 
tried are Theinhardt’s “ Jnfantina,” Savory & 
Moore‘S, Allenbury’s, Neave’s, and Ridge’s. In 
the case of some children it is necessary to give 
** Modified Milk,” that is, milk in which its 
different constituents have been arranged in such 
proportional as suit the individual child. Such 
milk is prepared and supplied by the Gordon- 
Walker Laboratories, 54, Weymouth Street, W. 
When all milk disagrees cream may be given 
diluted with twice %its quantity of water. It 
may be sweetened with a little sugar, or, if there 
is constipation, with manna, and should be given 
lukewarm. This is very useful when weaning. 

After a child is eight months old, it should be 
partially weaned: and cow’s milk and foods 
made with «nilk and rusks, baked dour, or 
nursery biscuits, should be added. An excellent 
food for infants is made by gently simmering 
groats in milk. A tablespoonful of groats is 
put into a vessel containing a pint’of milk ; this 
is then placed in a saucepan, or other vessel, 
containing water, which is, allowed to boil. 
When the milk haS lofct a quarter of its bulk, it 
should be strained, and is then ready to be 
given. The groats remaining behind make an 
excellent food for older children. At ten months 
it should be completely weane^t, and the same 
food givenin increasing quantity. In the second 
year, as#tne teeth develop, solid food, such as 
bread and butter and milk*pudding!, may be 
given ; also gravy with 0 bread or potatoes, and 
later a little meat. 

Corpulency. —Avoid the following:—All* fat and 
fatty meats, pork, goose, duck ; all fatty fish as 
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salmon, eels, trout, etc.; soup ; butVer, cream, 
milk, sugar, sweets,‘pastry, puddings, farinaceous 
articles—as corn-flour, rice, sago, potatoes, peas, 
beans (except French beans), carrots, parsnips, 
beet-root, sweet ales, porter, stout, port wine, 
and all s#eet wines. The following dietary is to 
be recommended :—Dry, toasted, wheaten bread, 
especially brown bread, or plain hard biscuits; 
gluten biscuits ; lean meat, poultry, game, lean 
ham, tongue; fish, not of the rich kinds, and 
eaten without rich sauce or butter, but with 
lemon-juice or vinegar ; eggs ; green vegetables, 
cresses, lettuces, epdive; fresh fruits but not 
of the highly saccharine kind. During lunch and 
dinner no drink should be taken, but one or two 
glasses of dry, light wine, or a tablespoonful of 
whisky in water may be taken after lunch and 
dinner. At breakfast and tea-time, tea or black 
coffee without sugar. 

A rapid method of reducing weight is to adopt 
an exclusive fruit dietary, taking no other food 
whatever, and no drink. Thiewnay be arranged 
by making a breakfast of oranges, luncheon of 
apples and bananas, tea of oranges, dinrer of 
apples, tomatoes, and bananas. I have some¬ 
times found it useful and practicable to make a 
modification of this, allowing a breakfast of 
oranges and tea of the same, with an ordinary 
lunch and dinner. The 'amount of fruit taken 
for a meal will depend on the individual patient. 
I have found three or four oranges generally 
suffice for a breakfast. 

.Thinness and Tenpency to, or Actual Presence 
pr , Consumption.-— Where it is well borne, cod- 
liver gil, beginning with a teaspoonful, irmnedi- 
i ately *after meals; fat meats, butter, cream, 
milk, cocoa, chocolate, bread, potatoes, farinar 
ceous foods? <*>atineal porridge, sweets, a pre¬ 
paration of suet and milk (one-Quarter of a 
pound of mutton .suet cut fine and placed into 
i of milk, this to be placed in a vessel 
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of water, and simmered down to one pint, the 
|at being skimmed -off on rising) is often liked 
and well borne when Cod-liver oil cannot be 
taken, and is especially valuable in consumptive 
cftses. 

Fevers. —Water gruel is the ideal fever diet, but 
in these artificial days scarcely anybody likes it. 
In the fevers of short duration as febricula, 
simple scarlatina, measles, and German measles, 
a liberal supply of barley-water and plain water 
will often suffice till the fever is gone, and the 
stomach aBle to digest other food. Where the 
fever is more prolonged, Rs in the graver varieties 
of scarlatina and measles, and in typhus and 
typhoid, # it is necessary to sustain the patient’s 
strength Here mflk is the chief stay. In 
typhoid and scarlet fevers, since the milk may 
have been the vehicle of contagion, it is well to 
have it boiled. It is also better boiled for 
another reason*— it does *not curdle in the 
stomach. "Otherwise it may be taken as the 
patient likes 71 best; and when it is not tolerated 
plain, one-sixth lime-water, or one-half soda- 
water, will often make it acceptable. Whey, 
Whey Koumiss, No. 2 (Aylesbury), and mare’s 
koumiss, are excellent forms to give it in, if 
not easily borne plain. If the patient will take 
half a pint at a time, he ma y be allowed to go 
two hours without being again fed; if he takes 
less, he must be fed oftener. Milk being the 
basis of diet in continued fevers/jgruel may be 
given in alternation; also beef-tea—Brand’s 
being one of thfc best manufactured, and home¬ 
made beef-tea being the best pf all—mutton- 
veal- of chicken-tea, ealvesMOot jejjy ; water 
and barley-water being given as much as the 
patient likes. Among *)ther preparations may 
be mentioned the following 

Dr. Swttqm's Liquid Beef,—I t is made in this 
way (see Homoeopathic World, vol. xxiv.p. 445): 
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Take one pound of rump steak ; renfbve all fat 
and membrane ; cut into pieces the size of-dice 
and pack into an empty pint jar with a closely- 
fitting lid. Before putting on the lid place a 
piece of calico or muslin over the bottom of it 
so as to* ensure its being as steam-tight as 
possible. Place the jar in an open pot of cold 
water, bring it slowly to the boil, and then let 
it boil for half an hour : the Liquid Beef is now 
ready. Remove the lid and pour out its con¬ 
tents. At first an oily yellowish fluid passes, 
and then a thick grumous-lookiK.g fluid. These 
two together constitute the Liquid Beef. This 
may be given in teaspoonful doses frequently 
repeated, and will sustain the strength when 
nothing else can be retained. After the Liquid 
Beef has been poured off, pour into the jar just 
sufficient hot water to cover what remains; 
stir well with a spoon, and then pour off the 
liquid into a cup. This is ivery good beef-tea, 

* ' and may be taken by itself or* added to the 
Liquid Beef. 

* 

Beef Essence or Cold Beef Tea is prepared 
thus: Take one pound of fresh beef, free from 
fat, chop 1 ' it up fine, and pour over it eight 
ounces of soft, or distilled water, add five or 
six drops of hydrochloric acid, and fifty or sixty 
grains of common salt; smr it well and leave it 
for three hours in a cool place. Then pass the 
fluid through a hair sieve, pressing the meat 
slightly, and adding gradually towards the end 
of the straining about t\Yrt more ounces of 
water. .The liquid thus obtained is of a red 
colour, possessing the taste of soup, It should 
be taken cold, a teacupful at a time.® If 
preferred warm it <^nust not be put on the, 
fire, but heeftgd in a covered vessel placed in 

hot water.

Theee-meat Tea or Invalid Beoth.— 2$nce up 
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equal jWjbs of ham, beef, and mutton, say half 
a» pound of each; *put in am ordinary stone 
salt-jar, with a pinch of salt, and fill up with 
cold water. Put •on' the cover and place in a 
brisk oven. In one and a half hours’ time pour 
off the broth, which is then fit lor use, and 
refill the jar about two-thirds with waifn water. 
Leave an the oven for another two hours. 
Then pour off and throw the solid residue away. 
To vary the flavour it is well to take equal parts 
of beef, mutton, and veal, or part of a fowl; a 
tablespoonfifl of jellied barley-water may be, 
added to the broth, as it makes it softer and 
more pleasant to swallow. 

The danger of over-feeding fever cases must be 
guarded against, as V%11 as the opposite, since it 
is only what the patient digests that does him 
good, and not all that he can be made to swallow. 
During convalescence especial care must be had 
in typhoid cases *not to allo^ the patient solid 4 
food until the temperature has been for some 
days normal night and morning. Sago, tapioca, 
and puddings of that kind, may be first given, 
thftn bread and butter, white fish, white meat, 
until the usual Miet is gradually reached. 

In Bronchial Affections. —Hot milk in some 
saline w$ter. 

In Dyspepsia. —Toast, stale bread, white fish, 
chicken, game, stewed mutton, floury potatoes, 
and £ice may be taken; * flatulent vegetables 
generally to be avoided. Ripe fruits which do 
not disagree with the individual. • An egg broken 
into a wineglass, and swallowed whole with a 
little vinegar and pepper, or a ta&lespoonful of 
wfcie, is a sustaining and easily digested form of 
food. Peptonised foods, and the various prepara¬ 
tions of pepsine, are of temporary value, but 
should not be relied on for long, Bidlock^i Acid 
Glycerine of Pepsine —a teaspoonful in a table- 
spoonful of hot water, drunk in the middle of a

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meal—is often helpful here ; also ' Peptenzyme 
tablets, one f or two before or after mealsv 
In intestinal dyspepsia the Metchnikoff sour- 
milk preparations are 6i great value. These 
may be given in the form of soured milk, junket 
or cheese ; or the lactic bacilli may be given in 
tablets after meals. Allenbury Sauerin tablets 
are very convenient. 

TJlcbb of the Stomach. —Milk in some form or 
other, if tolerated, should be the chief if not the 
only diet. Koumiss. (Where there is constipa¬ 
tion, No.* 1 of* either Full, Medium, or Whey 
koumiss; where there is looseness of the bowels. 
No. 3; and where they are regular. No. 2. 
Where it is well borne, Full koumiss is the 
best, as it is the Richest.) If milk is not 
tolerated, water gruel, meat" extracts, nutrient 
suppositories. 

Dysentery. —Milk, rice, eggs, white fish, and 
white flesh. Salted and dried meats, fruits and 
vegetables should be avoided. Koumiss is often 
< of service here. Ulmi cortex (Slippery Elm), 
used for thickening milk, is an excellent prepara¬ 
tion. In extreme 1 cases, patients may be kept 
alive oxl wine alone when the stomach will retain 
nothing else. Claret is the best in this country, 
and in wij^e-growing countries the ordinary 
table wine. Eight buxtoes may be taken daily, 
as much as two or three ounces being given at 
a time, and extremely slowly. Rice-milk-—milk 
having had rice boiled in it for twcP or three 
hours, anc^ then strained—may Afterwards be 
given as well, A teaeuplul may be given two 
hours after the wine. Great care, is required in 
returning to solid food, and the importunities 
of patients must Jbe strenuously resisted.

Bright’s Disease.— Absolute skim-milk dietary; 
or a. diet which is almost entirely^derived from 
the vegetable kingdom. Eight or ten grain 
doses of Kali citricum (Citrate of Poflish) in a 
wineglass of water, two or three times a day, 
facilitate the action of the kidneys when skim- 
milk diet is being used. When the tongue 
becomes slimy a few grains of salt will put it 
right. Ski rft-milk diet may be persevered with 
for a short, time ; but if the strength runs down 
under this, a more liberal diet must be given. 
It must not be forgotten thafr it is quite possible 
to get rift of the alfeumen from the urine and 
starve the patient at the same time. ^ 
Diabetes. — Gluten bread, green vegetables, 
cream, butter, meat with fat ; tea and coffee 
may be taken,* and saccharine, mannite or 
glycerine used to sweeten them if necessary. 
Sugar-eon tairifng and starchy foods to, be 
avoided. Sucking ice will relieve thirst, and 
riftsing the mouth with iced water will be as 
refreshing as a deep draught. • 
jLithic Acid Diathesis and Tendency to Stone 
in the Biadder. —Avoid mil^, red meat, rich 
fish, sugar, starchy food, fruits (except those 
named below), potatoes, tea, coffee, beer, wines 
' or spirits. The dietary to consist of plain cocoa 
withtmt milk or sugar, stale bread, white fish, 
bacon, eggs, bird (chicken, or # game), apples, 
tomatoes, and lemons.

mucus. For this purpose a fine linen rag, dipped 
in clean water, may be used. Beginning at the 
outer comer, the eyelids arp gently wiped from 
side to side, until all traces of mucus are removed, 
and the eyblids remain perfectly clean. Sponges 
must never be used. As soon as the child's eyes 
are thus washed clean and dried, the nurse is 
to wash^her own hands most carefully in water 
with wmch carbolic? acid, Condy’s fluid, or other 
disinfectant has been mixed. If in the first 
few days after birth signs of inflammation appear 
—redness, swelling, and sticking together of the 
lids—the greatest care mult be taken. If from 
any reason the doctor cannot be in attendance 
immediately? the nurse must herself cleanse the 
eyes in the following manner :—A perfectly’clean 
And very soft piece of linen is moistened with 
tepid water; Any excess of water is then squeezed 
out. The muco-purulent discharge between the 
eyelids is wiped off very gently—without scrub¬ 
bing or scratching; special attention being paid 
to the inner comer of the eyelid where the mucus 
particularly accumulates.

The skin around the 
wound may be smeared with oil, or fat, or soap, 
or saliva to protect it. Ail that oozes from the 
wound should be wiped away. The applications ’ 
should be repeated three or four times a day, 
for an hour each time or until shuddering appears, 
and this should be repeated several days. After¬ 
wards the patient should taka daily one or more 
Turkish or Russian baths for a fortnight. Hy- 
drob.

Teeth.— Catues. — To prevent caries, live on simple 
food; too rich, too sweet, or too exclusively 
animal a diet* each tends to produce such a 
condition of the digestion and secretions of the 
mouth as favours the destruction of the teeth. 
A quill toothpick, or dental silk, should be used 
after each maul, especially each meat meal, to 
* remove all particles of food that lodgo between 
the teeth. Vegetarians say that their teeth are 
easily kept clean. The next jnost important 
point is to cloan the te^th thoroughly and 
regularly. T*hg formation of tartar on the teeth 
is by no means ‘preservative of them, as is 
vulgarly imagined; it tends simply to destroy 
the gum and rob the teeth of support. When it 
has formed it should be taken off by a dentist, 
if necessary,*by the process of pealing. It should 
never be allowed to re-form. Tlj® best dentifrices 
are simplest; those, for instance, composed 
of powdered Castile soap, with a little powder 
of harder grain for polishing the enamel. Such 
a tooth-powder is Dr. C. R. Coffin’s American 
Deiftifrice, prepared by Darling, of Manchester. 
McClinton’s Tooth-soap, and “IPhanomint ** 
tooth-powder are good preparations. A tooth- 
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brush should be tolerably hard. It is as im¬ 
portant to brush the gums well as it is the teeth. 
Dr. Pierrepont has c designed brushes which are 
vory effective in cleansing alli^arts of the teeth. 
The first teeth of children should be moEfc 
scrupulously* cared for. If they are allowed to 
decay and come out, the jaws fail to expand 
properly, and the seeds are laid of future trouble 
with the second set. Besides, the first set give 
evidence of those depraved conditions of consti¬ 
tution which by proper treatment may be in 
large measure or wholly counteracted before the 
second set appear. Fpr all reasons, then, the 
temporary teeth demand the careful attention of 
both parents and physicians. It is quite as 
necessary that carious temjflorary tobth should be 
stopped, whenever possible, as it is that the per¬ 
manent should. The following medicinal treat¬ 
ment will be found effective when combined 
with proper dieting and proper cleapsing:—

“ (a) Pains in the gums: Mercurius, Pulsatilla, 
Staphisagria, Hepar, Arsenicum, Carbo vegetabilis, 
Hyoseyamus, Calcarea. 

“ (6) Wliicft extend to the head: Mercurius, 
Staphisagria, Nug vomica, Chamomilla, Sulphur, 
Aril bnicum, Antiinonium crudum, Rhus, Hyoseyamus. 

(c) Worse in cold air: Belladonna, Mercurius, 
Staphisagria, Sulplhir, Hyoseyamus. 

“ (d) Worse in the morning ^ Igrlatia, Mercurius, 
Pulsatilla* Phosph<*ric acid, Staphisagria, Bryonia, 
Nux vomica, CincfionA, Sulphur, Arsenicum, Hyo- 
scyamus. 

“ te) Determination of blood to the head : Aconite, 
Hilsltilla, Cinchona, Hyoseyamus, Calcarea. 

“ After striking out alj the remedies that occur 
here only once or twice you will flhd that Pulsatilla, 
Staphieagrfe, Sulphur, Arsenicum, occur three times ; 
Mercurius, four times; Hyoseyamus, fi v8 times; now, 
examine the symptoms under Hyoseyamus, and you 
will find that*Hyoscyamus or Mercurius answers best. 

The* remedies in italics are more frequently 
indicated than the pthers and are therefore, el more 
importance.”

Worms. — Hygienic Treatment. —It often happens that 
the constitution is rendered more susceptible to 
the 1 attacks of intestinal parasites, and mo*'e 
tolerant of their presence, by faulty hygienic 
surroundings. In all cases this should be 
attended to, $nd the drainage especially ; sewer 
gas has a trong tendency to predispose the 
system. The natural history 6f the parasite 
should be attended to as far as it is known. 
Uncooked or undercooked fish and meat should 
be avoided to guard against tape-worm t n<j* 
trichinae. Sweets, sugar, pastry, 6 faw fruit, and 
vegetables should be avoided. The thread-worm 
is always introduced into the mputh in,the shape 
of eggs ; the eggs hatch in the small intestine, 
and the worms lodge in the caecum; they lay 
their eggs at the 1 anus ; and their igjhole life is 
only a fortnight. Children suffering from threat#- 
worms should be prevented from putting their 
fingers into tfye mouth, as they are very apt 
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to scratch the irritated parts in sleep. This 
caution may be necessary £pr older persons. 

Constitutional Treatment?- -As a return to 
healthy hygienic conditions will sometimes suffice 
to render a*patient intolerant of intestinal para¬ 
sites, and thus bring about tljpr expulsion, so a 
return *to a more healthy condition of body, 
when weakened by any other cause, will often 
produce the same effect. When the child is 
scrofulous, fat, pale, lymphatic, head hot' and 
perspiring at night, the perspiration not being 
offensive, feet cold and clammy. Calc. c. 12, 81i.

90) for a child 
of 10, 10 to 12 grammes (gr. 150 to 180) for adults, 
given in two divisions, half < an hout apart and 
followed in one or two hours by a purge of 
castor-oil. A glycerine and -water enem( should 
be given the day before. Oil of Filmaron in 1 
to 3 gramme (gr. 15—45) doses in gelatine cap¬ 
sules is also useful in the cases oFascarides. If 
this does not succeed in completely killing the 
worrp, give Filix mas q> gtt. v. ,8h. persistently 
for two or three months ; or a strong infusion of

To give temporary 
relief, warm injections containing a few drops of 
oil of turpentine (five^o the ounce of water) will 
destroy andjbring away all that may be in the 
rectum.
